A number oi EalvatioTiists were 
on board His Majesty's vessels

sea battle. We arc now able lo givej 
parlicularE concerning some of th^m ' 
who were promoted to Glory. 

Among these were Chief Etiginc- 
Jtoom Artificer Alfred George Bax- 
Icy, who was enrolled as a Leaguer 
in 1S0S, and is described as a splen- 
did Salvationist; Leading Stoker 
Edward Bowkcr, who had been a 
Leaguer since 1912; Stoker George 
Henry Adams— converted in 1909, 
this comrade became a Leaguer foiii" 
years later; Able- Bodied Seaman 
Robert ScrivcnSr who was enrolled 
in Malta early this year; Leading 
Seaman Ivor Machin, of whom 
Lieut.-Coloncl Murray says: "He 
was one of our oldest Leaguers and 
one of our best"; Stoker Walter 
Stevenson and Seaman Willfam 
George Da,vics, both of whom be- 
came members of the League in 
3912; Chief Petty Officer John T. 
Heath, who for eight years had been 
fighting as a Leaguer; Leading Tele- 
graphist E. C. King and Stoker Wil- 
liam Kent, each of whom 'became 
Leaguers in 1915; and Boy Tele- 
graphist H. T. Jones. The last- 
named was converted in January, 
1911, and was enrolled as a Leaguer 
four years later. He was among 
those who were killed while the 
battle proceeded^

MEMORARLE scenes wcr« 
witnessed in Switzerland 
oil the night that the tirst 
train load of incapacitated 

British ])ri:ioncrs from 
Germ.iny passed through Bcrnu on 
their way to Chateau d'Ocs and 
Montrenx, where according to ar- 
rangements made wiili the Swiss 
Federal Government, they arc to 
rccuijcrate. It was the night of the 
great Jutland BHtilc. 

My husbami (Colonel Gaviutlclt, 
the Chief Secretary in fiwitzcrlaiidj- 
had been in Zurich diiriiig the day, 
and by special ]iermi4^ion of the 
Federal Foreign Office he was per- 
milted to travel in the "British" 
train from that city to Berne {chrce- 
hoiirs' jonrncy by cxjiress train), 
and as far as I know he was the 
only civilian to do so. He i>as5cd 
righi through (he train, speaking to 
each and all. 

f^oor fellows, as may bo- imagined 
they weic the very \v'Oi!ii cases; 
crijiples minns various 'limbs, and 
many with drcadfut disca.scs and 
internal wounds. Very few could 
leave the train for the rcstaurani, 
where refresh men ts were served, 
without assistance ; most of them 
had to he lifted out, and iome had 
to be fed in their eoniiJarlnieiils. 

The Swiss Red Cross, as well as 
the military officials eouducting the 
party, were wonderfully kind. It 
was the first occasion oil which Bri- 
tish soldiers had arrived, but when 
one consider.'! that for months 
French and German wounded pri- 
soners had been passing through, 
that the officials had been taxed to 
the utti . " 

had been appealed to for help 
wards all possible objects, one mar- 
vels at the generosity of everybody. 

Angels on Earth 
"I have awakened to-night after 
— months," said one young fellow 
in refined English to nic — he bore 
a close resemblance to the Prince of 
Wales— "(o find myself in Ikiivcu! 
I never knew there were so many 
angels on earth as ! have already 
found in Switierlaud!" 

The Colonel informs uic that the 
reception in Zurich "was magnificent. 
The whole train (consisting of 
seeond-class carriages) was decked 
with flowers, inside as well as out- 
side around the windows. The men 
themselves had flowers in ihcir cap^, 
their buttonholes, their shoulder 
straps, and wherever ihcy conld put 
them — the choicest and best lilooms 
obtainable. Thty really didn't know 
where to put all the presents, j'apcrS, 
magazines, chocolate and postcards; 
all that cxperienee ha.s taught the 
Swiss is appreciated by prisoners 
was showered upon them. 

On the following day the news- 
papers reported how the men had to 
be coaxed into aeccpcing the pre- 
sents; they were ko modest in (hat 
respeei, saying: "We have already 
had some, thank you!" But it was 
no good ; they were simply over- 
whelmed till their pockets and hands 
could hold no more.

You should have hcird the cheer- 
ing when ihc irain camt in!

They were 
plcaficd to lake ihc opportunity of 
sending away post eards to their 
loved ones, and my husband had a 
big packet of eards to post alter- 
wards to parents, wive?, swcethivirlS 
and friends. 

'*You cannot imagine what the 
sound of a woman's voice is to uS 
after all ihcsc months," said one 
man. Tlicv were so splendid, you 
would have said there was nothing 
the matter with them. The way they 
lanirhe<l and sang, but when you 
came close up to them, . . .! Still, 
you conld only be happy with them; 
they were so glad to feel ihcy were 
really in Switzerland- But now, 
after they have gone, I can hardly 
think of them without weeping. 

One man had his left elbow shot 
away; his imrcnts, who live in India, 
had no knowledge of how he had 
been wonuded and crippled. I sent 
them a cable saying that he was 
"now in Switzerland." Poor hoy, 
Iiow happy he was! 

One asked whether we had a cor- 
net, he had learnt to play one in The 
Salvation Army. Many were adher- 
ents or old comrades; Others had 
relatives in our ranks. Fnsign Mea-

It is impossible to attend a recruit- 
ing rally, or listen to recruiters "on 
the stump," without being greatly 
impressed with the dead earnestness 
of- the Speakers, and those who arc 
mafciTlg personal appeals. Xn fact, 
there is a great deal that Salvation- 
ists may learn in methods and tac- 
tics from the recruiting officer which 
are very much abiii to the red-hot, 
reckless methods of the carly-d y 
Salvationists. 

To begin with, it ts very apparent 
that recruiters (or the British forces 
do not care what they do so long as 
men can be brought to enlistment. 
iThey will raarcli the streets dressed 
in the tDOaL ridiculous manner, in 
order to arrest attention to their 
farpose. The most theatrical and 
dramatic methods are adopted to 
raake men feel how necessary they 
are to a British victory. Again, tfaey 
frequent those places wlierc people 
most do congregate and butlor- 
liole the apparently eligible with a 
yigour and perfiistcncy which some- 
times results in blows as well as 
recruits. 

There is no close lime with them; 
M any hour, night or day, they arc 
«ady to persuade a mart that his 
Jung and countrv needs him; while 
from platform or car, or public steps, 
lodoor or out, their utieninces are 
fcharacterized by intense earnestness 
«nd conviction— especially is this no- 
"ticeable in the utterances of those 
■who have returned from the trench- 
er where ihcy have seen the horrors 
Of war. Inspired by what they have 
■Mn and heard, they thrill men's 
■outs with their words— those who 
can be thriired. 

Now, this, in the main, should be 
Ine conduct of. the Salvationi^l; for 
all these extnivagant methods are 
but the ouico.-ne of a deep dciire to 
get men to don the King's uniform, 
and if It IS so necessary to get men 
to enlist in the work of breaking 
down militarism and freeing the 
world from the incubus of war, how 
much more necessary U it to win 
men for God, and thus save them 
from eternal destruction. Let us, 
then, be a.i earnest, as daring, and 
a» zealous to recruit men for God as 
soldiers are to recruit men for the 
semce of King md country. Let 
n* also emulate their courage. It la 
discouraging work soTnetimes to get 
tten to give up siJ? and aerve God, 
Some of the recruiting sergeants 
would hive us believe that it is 
equally difficult to get men to give 
op their jbbs and serve the King- 
but they keep at it . Let us not be 
weary in well-doin;.

and decision which averted that 
danger. He gave orders for ihe 
trawler's boat tO be launched, and 
wbtle some of the crew set to work 
to cast loose her lashing, others col- 
lected stores^ under the skipper's in- 
structions, with which to provision 
her Food and water were placed in 
the boat ; also a compass and a small 
supply of Tockels. 

When the boat was launched the 
skipper ordered the entire crew into 
her ^Mlh directions to row hard un- 
til tlicv should be Sufficiently far 
away from the threatened ship to 
escape Jestruciion in the event of an 
explosion. He himscK, he announc- 
ed would remain on board. The 
boats crew, hnving got a safe dis- 
tance Tway, were to cruise about 
within hail unlj] recalled. In the 
event of a disaster, they were to re- 
turn to the spot and search among 
lite wreckage for ihc skipper's body, 
dead or alive, and ihereafier take 
their chance of being picked up by 
some passing vessel. 

The crew obeyed this order, and 
rowed away in the small hoat. The 
skipper, left to himstlE, proceeded 
single handed to tackle the mine. It 
was no light task, for a mine is a 
heaij, eumbersontc tLiin£:, not t>asy 
for one man to handle in the most 
faiourahle circumstances, and prac- 
tically defying manipulation in the 
actual conditions wiiich Skipper 
Tirth hid to face. The violent roll- 
itig oi the ship a«d the reciprocal 
pIuiiEing of the mine produced peri- 
Jous complications. 

For Some time the plucky man, 
taViiig his life in his hands, wrestled 
with the awful inculitis. Had the 
skip been steady the task would have 
been relaiively easy; under the ac- 
tual conditions it was fraught with 
dire perils. What might have been 
a mere trial of strength and adroit- 
ness became a struggle — a duel, as it 
vsere wiih some monster of the 
de«p One fancies that grim bout 
must have seemed like a night-mare 
to the sweating man' engaged 
upon it.^ 

At length the job was done, ntid 
the minu freed from the warp which 
It had fouled. There ensued one 
"iiipreniely crucial moment when the 
oeadl) engine dropped finally into 
the sea, hut luckily the vessel's 
lieaving side failed to bit- it, and it 
var ^liLd harmlessly into fourteen 
fathoms oi water, 

Tltc next thing was to gel clear 
of tlic danger spot. As the engin- 
eers had ggne in the boat with the 
rest of the crew, the only course poS- 
sib'e uis to let the trawler dcift 
awaj of herself. But to this a seri- 
ous obstacle was provided by the 
dend iieig-Iit of the immense trawl 
winch lay alongside. It was im- 
possible, of courscj for one man to 
make even an attempt to get it on 
board Moreover, there would 
have licen danger in meddling with 
the inert net, (or if set in motion it 
would be exceedingly likely to foul 
the mine again, and bring about the 
very disaster which the skipper had 
rouglit so strenuously to avert. 

Firth therefore released the winch, 
uncoiling some lengths of the tow- 
ing wai^s from the drum, and un- 
der the influence of wind and tide 
the trawler began slowly to drift 
anay from the passively-floating net. 
As she drifted, so the warps were 
allo^^cd to run out until at Eength 
Oser a hundred fathoms had been 
uncoiled and the "Pelican" had edg- 
ed oft into comparative safely. 

l^ith some assurance Sldpper 
Pifth now signalled to" hl3'"iitcw. 
The latte- had been standing by in 
the small boat some distance* away, 
according to oiuers, an«iously 
watching the skipper's struggles with 



the mine and the slow, gradual emer- 
gence 01 the trnwler from the danger 
zone. The boat had been manoeuv- 
red m the same direction as that in 
which the trawler had been drifting, 
and the summons of recall was 
eagerly answered. 

Hardly had the crew get foot on 
the trawler's deck again and hauled 
their boat on board than the .ehtp 
staggered and was thrown bodily 
forward through the water as though 
some jfiant, unseen hand had 
clutched her. A huge column of 
water shot up into the air at the 
point where the trawl had been left 
behind, and a dull roar proclaimed 
that the mine, having doubtless 
come into contact with some of the 
now siinlfcn gear, had exploded. 

The "Pelican" made a safe return 
to Grimsby, and it is reported that 
her crew think rather highly of their 
skipper.— "Wide World."
